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‘HOME GUARD UNITS 


TO BECOME PART OF 
|STATEGUARDRESERVE 


According to announcements re- 
ceived from Augusta the only mili- 
tary units allowed to drill in the 
State besides the regular armed 
forces of the nation will be the 
State Guard and State Guard Re- 
serve. As a result the personnel 
of the Home Guard Companies 
(American Legion Brigade) will 
have an opportunity to enlist in 
the Reserve. 


Uniforms, drill and the general 
procedure will be much the same 
as in the Home Guard. It is un- 
derstood that members will fur- 
nish their own firearms, but will 
receive pay: when called for ‘duty 
by the Gorvernor, Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Sheriff or Selectmen. Com- 
panies will be made up of 50 men 
each with 10 percent more allow- 


'{ able, and the age limits are 18 years 


or over. 


Xt should be possible to form a 
company, but probably it will not 
be done by volunteers. However 
it is likely that the town will fur- 
nish at least one platoon for a two- 
or three-platoon”*company, the oth- 
er platoons to be recruited in towns 
nearby, There will be opportunity 
| for additional local membership as 

there are several of the Home 
Guards who cannot make the 
change, 


Although the various Civilian 
Defense activities as now arranged 
have enrolled many local people. 
there are still many who have ap- 
parently avoided participation in 
any defense or war work, Of 
course it is up to each man to 
judge for himself, Bnrollment in 
the Reserve will involve a little 
Sacrifice and some expense-—more 
than required in some other pro- 
jects but it is a necessary task, 
a& precaution which cannot be ig- 
nored even though we may believe 
that it will never be used. 


Here is a chance for you to help, 

Thete are few who can’t spare the 
time needed for drill and practice, 
which are interesting and health- 
ful exercise, For the young men 
it is excellent preparation for more 
active milltary duty; for the older 
ones a timely opportunity for real 
patriotic service. It is expected
